Wilkes-Barre, Pa., May ^ . — D eter­

House Qloves So Useful That It la 
Simply Folly for One to Ba With* 
out Them, 


Useful house gloves of th e n a tu re 
shown in our sketch are am ong those 
things th a t may quite easily be m ade 
in spare m om ents from alm ost any 
rem nants of thick and strong m aterial, 
for preference soft wash-leather. They 
are fingerless, and may be cu t out in 
two pieces, sewn 
together 
a t 
th e 
edges, and then turned inside out ba* 


fore being worn At the wrist a sm all 
strap of elastic is sewn, and here the 
edge of the material is 
bound 
wltb 
narrow braid. 
To obtain a pattern by which 
the 
gloves may be cut out, a sim ple plan 
Is to place one hand upon a piece 
of 
paper, with the fingers together and 
the thumb slightly apert, and then 
draw a line, at a distance of about an 
Inch, entirely round the band; this will 
give the shape in which the m aterial 
should be cut out. 
For cold work, such as cleaning the 
brass on a front door, etc., very warm 
gloves can be made by covering the 
backs with fur, and any old rem n a n t 
of fur may be used for this purpose, 
so only pieces will be required.

8ponga Cakes Made With Hot Water 
Familiar Example of Thla Kind of 
Cooking— Cookies and 8plce 
Cakes. 


T h ere are many delicious kinds ol 
cake th a t may be prepared with water 
Instead of milk or orearn, and in the 
absence of the latter such recipes are 
very useful. 
Hot w ater sponge cakes 
are a familiar exam ple of this kind. 
Recipes for black molasses cake and 
cookies urn! also spice cakes rich with 
fruit often call for hot or cold water. 
The following Is a W ashington pie 
that calls tor w ater Instead of milk: 
Heat three eggs light and fold a cup­ 
ful ol silted powdered sugar through 
them , then fold In one cupful and a 
half of flour, sifted several tim es with 
a teaspoonful of 
soda 
and 
two of 
cream of tartar. 
Moisten the dough 
with two tablespoonfuls of cold w ater 
and flavor It with lemon extract. Hake 
In two layer tins atter greasing them 
with a little very pure fat. The house­ 
wife who offers this recipe does not 
use butter to grease ber cake tins be­ 
cause ol the slight salty quality In It, 
which she considers detrim ental to 
the delicate quality of the cake. When 
th e cake Is baked let It stand In the 
tins, and when cool spilt open each 
layer, thus making four layers. 
Four 
layers of this kind will make a much 
softer and more delicate cake than lf 
they had been baked In four layer 
tins. because there Is not no much 
b a d crust. Granulated sugar may be 
used In the cake lf the powdered sugar 
Is not at hand. 
For the cream filling mix a table­ 
spoonful of cornstarch with a little 
cold milk, Just enough to dissolve It; 
then add an egg and beat the whole 
Into half a pint of bolling milk, stir­ 
ring the milk rapidly to prevent curd­ 
ling 
When all has become a smooth 
custard, beat In half a cupful of sugar 
and a piece of butter the size of a wal­ 
nut 
Spread th e mixture, after flavor­ 
ing w ith 
lemon rind t grated I, over 
th ree of the layers and then place to­ 
gether In the usual way, with 
the 
fourth layer on top of all. This makes 
a moist and delicate loaf with four 
thin layers cf the cake and three lay­ 
ers. almost equal In thickness, of the 
cream. 
The following is a recipe for a white 
cake with 
w ater 
instead of milk: 
Cream a liberal quarter of a cupful of 
butter with a cupful of augar. Moisten 
it with half a cup of w ater and stir 
the whole Into one cupful and a half 
of pastry flour sifted several tim es 
with two teaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
d er 
Fold in the whites of two eggs 
whipped to a very stiff froth. 


To Remove Ink Stains. 
Ink stains on cotton, silk or woolen 
fabrics may be removed with turpen­ 
tine by saturating the spots for sev- 
e-al hours then rubbing out, leaving 
neither color nor texture Injured; but 
In the case of the cream cashm ere 
coat which It la not desired to wash. 
it will be best for you to use salt and 
lemon Juice. 
Fold a pad of blotting 
Im per beneath the stain, touch the m>ot 
with lemon Juice, arid immediately put 
on Ane salt; leave this for a tim e then 
brush off and treat again in the sam e 
way when the ataln will be found very 
faint. 
Rub the next application well 
into the fabric with a soft clean cloth 
and the final traces will disappear. 
Touching the stains lightly with Ja- 
velle w ater or solution of chloride of 
lime will also bleach the ink, if of 
th e common kind, but m ust touch the 
stain* d portion only. 
Sponge off light­ 
ly with a dam p cloth and press when 
the stain is removed.

To Cleanse Feather*. 
To clean feathers from their own 
anim al oil, steep them In a bath of 
one gallon of water mixed with one 
pound of lime; stir the m ass well to 
expose all evenly to the purifying 
agents, then pour off the water, and 
give the feathers several good rins­ 
ings in clear cold water. 
To clean 
feathers from dust 
or dirt simply
